RIMARILY, The Temple is a coamie organie centre, the eonstituent 

parts of which are the units of eollective hamanity,.

preceding cvcles when the same 1(deal, or some one feature of the 
deal, appealed to his mentalitv, but which he was unable to pertectly 
attain hecause of the hmtations, the exactions which hte in a phys- 
cal body. demanded at that particular time, and hecause of the 
action of a divine law which forbids anv one unit ot a race to pro- 
cress verv far hevond the race to which he helongs.

unctomng bv use of five Senses. 

[t is only possible for man to attain to a full reahzation ot this 


truth when the <ixth sense begins to unfold, as 1s now the case witi 
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the more highly developed units of the present root-race of humanity. 
As a result of the first flutterings of vital force in hitherto atrophied 
brain centers in such highly developed units, the last halt ot the past 
century and beginning of the present one has seen ome wonderful 
<trides in all fields of hfe, material, psychic and $spiritual. Analogy 
and correspondence are opening up mind areas which had heen 
closed by superstition and 1gznorance, ant are heing used to augment 
he results of investigation by m1croscope, telescope, Spectrum analy- 
is, etc. Microscopical research alone 1s furnishing some remarkable 
disclosures along the line of the minutiae of hte. 

The comparatively great spaces hetween the cells, the molecules, 
atoms and electrons, which recent investigation has proven, paves the 
wav for understanding somewhat of the universes which may ex1st, 
peopled by conscious hves now classthed as microbes, germs, etc., 
and even more minute forms of hfe. Analogy and correspondence 
111rnsh plenty of evidence to the thinker that, as those lesser areas 
of space are peopled by minute forms of hte, 0 the wider spaces are 
peopled by forms of hfe correspondingly greater mn $1ze ; beings 1n 
\which countless other large forms of hfe now visthle to the eve of 
man, may be of correspondingly mnucrohic proportion to the con- 
<ciousness of such beings. These new discoveries of scilence are 
related to facts which have heen known to the Masters of \Wisdom 
ior ages, and many of these facts have heen made known to the 
C1SCiples of the said Masters Icng before they were announced hy 
the devotees of Science now engaged in such research. However, 
there 1s one 1mpassthle harrier hetween the findings of the average 
<cientist and the teachings of the Masters, and that 1s that barrier

One of the very interesting findings of a famous scientist and 
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microscopist 1s that the utmost attainable limit of resolving power by 
which lite in minutiae 1s observable 1s 1,140,000th of an inch, and 
that such restriction 1s caused by refraction. This means that the 
ray of hight which enters the lens of the microscope at 1ts axis hends 
nround the object and enters the eve exactly as though the object 
«141 not ex1st. 

However, while this does not-mean that organized life does not 
ex1st 1n minutiae hevond that object, it does mean to the occultist 
that there are hight ravs which would not hend in even a microscope 
ot much greater power, and therefore would leave the object visthle 
to the eye, 1t that eve could hear the hight; such rays of hght would 
he chrectly transmitted from the Central Spiritual Sun through the 
<1 of. this solar system, but would not be traceable by the physical 
sense of s1ght. The hght would be visible to the psychic sense of 
s1ght. \WVhen ravs of hght are difracted, —hent around an object, a 
window 1s opened mto the astral plane at the bend, through which 
nan might see the astral image of any material object in its path 1t 
the phys1cal eve were chfterently constructed. 

Until the scientist can accept the fact that the hght which to all 
1ppearances comes from the visihle sun 1s but the reflection of certain 
1avs of a much greater central sun, his researches in that line will 
be unsatisfactory. As the full strength of a chemical may be apphed 
t5 some form of gross matter without injury to the latter, but must 
be diluted if safely used by a man, and still further diluted 1f used 
by a child, so the energy of the Central Sun is freed by means .of 
certain rays in proportion to the character of the mass which has 
attracted them, whether it he a sun or a world or a man. With the 
evolution of the sixth sense, consciousness will have a vehicle by 
means of which the human ego will be able to solve many of the 
mysteries of light without the aid of a microscope or any other 
material agent. The human eve will then be fully developed and 
will be all that is required in the line of a microscope. Man wall then 
be able to look through the aforesaid windows made by bent rays of 
light which are now opaque to his vis10n. 

The mind of man is $0 generally bound by his theories regarding 
the constitution of matter that it is difficult for him to accept the tact 
that matter has no bona hde ex1stence.

Commentaries on the Nine New Stanzas of Dzyan, given by the Master 
Morya to the Temple of the People for the New Humanity. 


\\' hen beorinning this series of commentaries on the Stanzas of 
Theogencsis it was heheved bv the writer that those who night be 
intcrested in them would he more or less famihar with the first two 
volumes of the Secret Doctrine, Cosmogenests and Anthropogenes1s, 
and therefore would also be able to accept the fundamental prinerples 
of the Philosophy therein set forth, at least as a working hypotheses. 

(Ine of these fundamentals 1s the sevenfold difterentiation of 
\[atter, Force and Consctousness, and another one 1s the penetration 
and interpenetration of these principles, —states of energy and sub- 
Stance, one within another ; but 1t has heen noted that many readers 
have a verv hazy idea of the \Wisdom Religion or its Philosophy, 
and especially s0 in regard to the two states of substance to which, 
unfortunately as it would seem, the term astral has heen loosely pre- 
ixed—the <tates of Akasha and Ether, commonly reterred to as the 


1oher and 


lower astral. Fhe same terms have been s1milarly apphed 
to the 'soul and the vehicle of the pass1ons and desires. In view of 
this 1t Seems advisable to try to make the distinction more apparent. 

In the 41th Stanza, 17th Sloka of the Secret Doctrine, Vol. II, we 
ind the following: The Breath needed a form; the Fathers gave 
it The ÞBreath needed a gross form; the earth moulded 1t. The 
Breath needed the $pirit of hfe; the Solar Lhas |Gods| breathed it 
into torm. The Þreath needed a mirror of 1ts body ; *we gave 1t our 
own! said the Dhyanis. The Breath needed a vehicle of desires : 
It has it!” s11d the Drainer of Waters. But Breath needs a min 
to embrace the Universe. We cannot erve that!” said the Fathers. 
*I never had it!” said the Spirit of the Earth. ©The form would be 
consumecd were I to give 1t mine!” said the great Fire. 

The above mentioned forms, in cne sense, are all astral hoes : 
that 1s, they are forms created by Light, Heat and Moisture ; they are 
vehicles through which six of the seven basic principles of hte first 
ſnnction, and these vehicles or forms of energy receive their hte 
impulses from the action of spiritual entities which evolve the ix 
States ©-f energy and substance, and out of 'which all material forms 
are evolved. However, the first three divisiens of these astral torms 
were the bodies of the first three root races of humamity. Ittach one 
was absorbed by its progeny, and finally the three as one became the 
permanent astral or form within which *'the earth moulded a phys- 
ical body. It was in the third root race men that the Sons ©t Mind 
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'ncarnated ; those who gave to the Breath "the Spirit of Life,” and 
thus made of the last half of the mindless race a distinct race of souls 
119 phyvsical hodies. 

[t is believed that all prototvpes of form have existed in the 
[vine Mind eternally. It was the duty of the Gods—the Divine 
uilders=—to bring those snhbjective forms into objective life: and 
endow them with their own divine attributes of mind. This they 
ccomplished by projecting a reflection of those prototypic forms 1n 
ethereal shadowy outline within a corresponding ethereal or shadowy 
<nb<stance which has been termed the akasha or higher astral. 

These ethereal forms are the hases of all other human bodies 
which now exist or which may exist in the future 11 more material 
States of substance than are those of the present age. 

[t 1s Said that a Master of high degree forms various astral 
hocdtes, from that of the Augoerdes and Mavyavi rupa downwards ; 
Mut these various a<trals are but different aspects of the one hasic 
orm, figuratively speaking, the' pattern of the human form. This 
basie form 1s the undying vehicle or form of the soul. 

In one of the Stanzas of the Secret Doctrine we hnd the tollow- 
INT : 

**The great Chohans ( <piritual beings) called to the Lords of the 
\loon, thev of the airy bodies, *Bring forth men, men ot your nature, 
ove them their forms within. She ( Mother Nature) will build 
coverings without ( external bodies ).” 

The moon here does not mean a moon of- some solar svstem :; 1t 
means an ethero-magnetic state of substance within which tunction 
all privations of form in an intermediate state, and 1t 1s to these 
incomplete bodies that many advanced occultists refer when they 
mention the lower astral body, and not to the Linga Sharira which 
1= a semblance of the former, although more material, upon and 
within which the physical body is subsequently built by She '— 
\Tother Nature, and which 1s dissIpated s00n after death of the body. 

[t must be understood that these different forms or bodies are 
not entirely distinct, one from the other, any more than are the 
various states of matter previously referred to. They penetrate and 
interpenetrate each other, and 1t 1s only as the consciousness of the 
'-z0—the divine Self—1s raised or lowered that it functions in these 
cfferent states of substance, and only as 1t 1s entirely released from 
the bondage to gross physical matter by the process we term death, 
trance, or sleep that it 1s self-conscious within these- finer states. of 
&mnbstance. \When the astral body 1s mentioned in the Commentaries 
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on Theogenesis it 1s to the aforementioned lower astral—the ethero- 
magnetic counterpart of the higher astral, the vehicle of the soul— 
that the writer refers unless the term is qualified in some way. The 
[.unar Spirits, the Pitris,—the ruling spirits of the ethero-astral hght, 


are most closely connected with the- earth—gross matter. They 
are the Elohim of form on the physical plane. In evolving physical 
bodies they pass through the elemental, mineral, vegetable and 
animal forms until in the human form they have attained their ulti- 
mate purpose as in the case of the third root race, in which man 
became <elf-conscious,—possessed of higher mind and soul. 

The Lunar Pitris are the antithests of the Solar Gods—creators— 

and both are indrawn during a solar pralava—meght of time, and are 
externalized during the Solar day of time. These great creative 
energies or heings are far heyond our power oft visualizing or magim- 
ing, but of one thing we may feel assured, thev. are self-conscons 
PHengs. 
The umits of the first root race of mankind were merely the astral 
shadows of their progenitors. They did not die in the sense we con- 
<1der (death, but were absorbed by their progeny. the secon(d root 
race, the snhstance of whose bodies was more condensed. 

Fhe ethereal forms—the Lunar Pitris—hecame the astral hodies 
of the second root race. A distinct astral form hal been evolved 
by the third root race, and when the Sons of Mind incarnated mn 
the senseless vehicles provided for them, the astral hodies of that race 
had hecome more closely identified with the bhasic form—the vehicle 
of the soul. Thenceforth man hecame a living scul, conscious or 
Sem-consctious of ex1istence in four «1stinct planes of hte. 

[f the casual reader does not care to hurden his mind with the 
ahove mentioned details he can ignore all the processes and phases 
GT evolution through which all substance in form mus<t pass, and 
<mply image four distinct grades of energy or substance, penetrat- 
ing and interpenetrating each other, each grade composed of con- 
<cious forms, though without will and mind. It would be those 
torms which penetrated and interpenetrated each 5ther. Then wnage 
a fifth state of matter composed of permanent forms, possessed of 
will and mind, the substance of which is those four different states 
or forms. It can he seen that each form of that fifth state would 
have four interior bodies. 

The Masters of Wisdom take 1ssue with these devotees of Mod- 
ern Science who try to prove that Man has ascended in a direct line 
from the Animal Kingdom and bring forth plenty oft evidence to 
prove their claim of the divine descent of Man. They ins1st upon it 
that the original *Fall of the Angels” was the descent of divine 
heings who incarnated in the mindless third root race, and that the 
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original in consisted of the relation which was established between 
the men of that race and the anthropoids. Man has-to regain his 
divine hirthright,—hence the necessity for stress and strain and 
=nftermseg.

FUNCTIONS OF THE YELLOW RAY. 


The Yellow Ray is essentially sP1RITUAL in its functions. The 
color vellow contains more hight than any other color of the spec- 
trum. Yellow 1s the color of PRIMORDIAL MATTER, and 18 the first 
differentiation in the metaphysical sense from Atma or the \White 
Light. Occultly, Yellow is beneficent and protective hecause of the 
high <piritual grade of the elementals that inhahit it, s0 to speak, 
or that may he drawn into that aura ot color. 

Containing £0. much light, Yellow is the highest prinetple of 
Diserimmation and corresponds to the Sixth Sense and the Buddhic 
principle.
